3. Issues 

The appellant's statement of the issues in the brief is not correct. 

The appellant's statement failed to address claims 9, 19, 41, 45, and 48. 

The corrected issues are as following: 

(1) Whether Claims 1,2, 3, 8, 12-17, 20, 23-25, 34-39, 42, 45, 46, 48, and 50-52 are 
unpatentable under 35 U.S. C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over Kuwabara (U.S. Patent No. 
6,065,136) in view of McCormick et al. (U.S.Patent No. 6,023,723); 

(2) Whether Claims 4-7, _2, and 26-31 are unpatentable under 35 U.S.C.103 (a) over 
Kuwabara and McCormick et al. In view of Frantz (U.S. Patent Jsfo. 6,073,166); 

(3) Whether Claims 10, 11, 21, 22, 32, 33, 43, 44, 45, 47, 49, and 53 are unpatentable 
under 35 U.S. C. 103 (a) over Kuwabara and McCormick et al. in view of Miyachi (U.S.Patent 
No. 6,108,492); 

(4) Whether Claims 18 and 40 are anticipated under 35 USC 102 by Frantz (U.S.Patent 
No. 6,003,070); 
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(5) Whether Claims 19 and 41 are unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) over the 
combined system of Kuwabara-McCormick.
